U.S. Resolution 
‘The United States resolution de- 
clared that Albania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria gave assistance to yuerillas 
fight!ng against the Greek Govern-, 
ment and called upon them to desist 

further action of that kind. 

It urged these ‘three states to 
settle thelr dispute by peaceful 
means, recommending to that end 
the re-establishment of normal dip- 
lomatic and good nelghbourly rela- 
tions, frontier ‘conventions and 
effective measures to prevent refu- 
gees from taking part in political 
or military activity, and that: they 
study the practicability of an agree- 
ment for the transfer of minorities.
